Hanoi Planes’ 
Shift to South 
Substantiated

WASHINGTON Jan 30 fWF). 
— The shooting down of an Amer- 
ican rescue helicopter over North 
Vietnam on Wednesday substan- 
tiates Intelligence reports that Ha- 
noi has moved Its air force south 
since the bombing halt began on 
Nov. 1. 1968. 

Military sources said the inci- 
dent could presage a North Viet- 
namese decision to step up its air- 
war activities. This would put 
political pressure on President 
Nixon to resume the bombing of 
the North. 

The helicopter had been search- 
ing for the two-man crew of an 
P-103 fighter-bomber that had been 
shot down a couple of hours earlier 
by North Vietnamese ground fire. 
The helicopter, which carried six 
men. was shot down by a MiG-21. 

Pentagon officials said the down- 
ed P-105 was a two-seater version 
of that fighter-bomber, meaning it 
was a “wild weasel” aircraft en- 
gaged in the secret electronic war 
to foil Soviet-made surface-to-air 
(SAM) missiles used in North Viet- 
nam. 

Electronic Gad ge try 


The wild weasel is equipped with 
all kinds of electronic gadgetry to 
warn that a SAM has been fired. 
From instrumentation in the cock- 
pit. the pilot can tell from where 
the SAM was fired, enabling him 
to radio reconnaissance planes in 
his formation how to avoid the 
missile. 

One possibility Is that the P-105 
dove to avoid the SAM. bringing 
the plane within easy range - of the 
ground fire which knocked it dowh.

Also, while Haryana is -building 
a new capital, but in no event for 
more than five years, it will con- 
tinue to share Chandigarh with 
Punjab as a joint capital and the 
city will remain a union territory 
administered by the national gov- 
ernment— the neutral status it has 
had (dnw the original Punjab In 
northwestern India was split into 
Punjab and Haryana states in late 
1986. 

New Delhi will give Haryana 
about $27 million toward its new 
capital — half as a gift and half 
as a loan. 

Sant (saint) Fateh Singh, the

Carswell Is Called Insensitive 
To Equal Rights for Women 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 30 CNSED. 
— G. Harroid Carswell was amised 
yeste-r^y of harboring not only 
racist beliefs but also "sexist” views 
in opposition to equal righ t s for 
women. 

"Racism arid sexism often go hand 
in . hand,” Betty Friedan, author 
of “The Feminine Mystique” and 
national president of the National 
Organization lor Women, told the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 

Miss Friedan and Rep. Patsy T. 
Minir, d„ Hawaii, both opposed 
Judge Carswell’s zmmiziatibn to. the 
Supreme Court by charging that he 
>wm demonstrated a lack of sensi- 
tivity to the aspirations of women 
and Negroes. 

They cited Ms vote denying a 
rehearing last October of a decision 
holding that the Martin Marietta 
Corp. did not violate the Civil 


Rights Act of 1964 when It refused 
to consider a woman for employ- 
ment as an assembly trainee be- 
cause she -was the mother of pre- 
school children. 

Both women linked this action to 
the white supremacy views ex- 
pressed by the nominee In a 1948 
speech. Miss ' Friedan charged that 
the "two acts indicate Insensi t ivity 
to “oppressed”' groups such as 
Negroes and women. • 

Miss Friedan said that the fer- 
ment of the current feminist revo- 
lution is bringing a number of 
cases- concerning the constitutional 
rights of women to the Supreme 
Court. She called the nominee a 
"sexualjy backward judge”' who 
would be so Insensitive to such is- 
sues that he will be inclined to 
deny high court review of t hem .

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 CNYT). 
— The' first public -accou ntin g of 
the Justice Department’s wire- 
tapping activities against organized 
crime, made public yesterday, shows 
that dectranic eavesdropping under 
the Nixon administration has been 
limited and restrained. 

In his report on the federal gov- 
ernment’s use of eavesdropping to 
anti -racketeering investi g atio ns to 
1969, Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell disclosed that only 31 elec- 
tronic surveillances were used last 
year, in 15 cities. 

Most of these were to the investi- 
gation of illegal gambling. Six were 
Installed to Newark, NJ, where 
they were instrumental to the ar- 
rests of 55 persons on Dec. 18 on 
gambling conspiracy charges. 

Mitchell Approved E=ch 

The report contained several in- 
dications that Mr. Mitchell despite 
his frequent public statements 
about the benefits of electronic 
surveillance, been using it 

sparingly and with care. 

He stated that he “personally ap- 
proved each of the report^ ‘ ap- 
plications” to judges for authority 
to use listening devices. Under the 
Omnibus Crime Control Act of 1968, 
the federal government was given 
the authority for the first time -o 
use electronic eavesdropping to 
criminal investigations. The law 
requires an w-TimmT report of an 
eavesdropping, which Mr. Mitchell 
filed Wednesday with the adminis- 
trator of the United States courts. 

Copies were sent to legislative 
leaders on Capitol Bill and were 
made available there. 

One indication of efforts to limit 
invasion of privacy was the high 
number of wiretaps and the rela- 
tively few “bugs”— hidden micro- 
phones that usually prove more 
violative of privacy because they 
can be planted in unexpected places 
and overhear all that goes on. 

Of the 31 surveillances. 30 were 
for wiretaps. In two of these, 
“bugs” were also planted. Only 
once was a “bug” used without a 
wiretap. 

According to the records, most 


of the wires tapped were to homes 
or apartments, where they were 
being used for bookmaking.

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Last Vestige of 'Prague Spring’ 


Almost exactly two years after Alexander 
Dubcek became first secretary of the Czecho- 
slovak Communist party, be has “resigned" 
from that party's Central Committee. Sym- 
bolically, his departure from hit last party 
position marks the end of the remarkable 
period In Czechoslovak history that began 
when Mr. Dubcek replaced Antonin Novotny. 

This symbolism fully matches the unhappy 
reality shown by the latest Prague purge. 
That purge removes from power almost all 
the remaining important figures who had 
demonstrated genuine enthusiasm for demo- 
cratic socialism In 1968 and who bowed to 
the Soviet yoke only after the invasion. 
Their replacements, notably Premier Lubo- 
mlr Strou gal and new Presidium members 
Antonin Kapek and Josef Lenart, are men 
whose fidelity to the Soviet Union was 
proved at every key point. 

Some are already calling the present 
period Novotnylsm without Novotny, but the 
retrogression that has taken place over the 
last two years is much greater than such a 
description implies. True, today as at the 
end of the Novotny era, Czechoslovakia Is 
again a Soviet satellite and its economy is 
still a major disaster area. But, under 
Novotny, Czechoslovakia was not occupied 


by Soviet troops, while In the last years of 
the Novotny period there was far mare 
freedom of public intellectual and artistic 
discussion and creation than there is now. 


In the light of the latest Prague person- 
nel changes, Gustav Husak looks increas- 
ingly like an embarrassing anomaly as first 
secretary of the Czechoslovak. Communist 
party. Except for the aged and enfeebled 
President, Ludvik svoboda, he Is the sole 
remaining important figure' who can claim 
to have played a leading and constructive 
role in the “Prague spring” of 1968. The 
prestige he gained then helped him. to im- 
plement last year his allegedly “realistic” 
program for purging the liberals and restor- 
ing full Soviet hegemony over Czecho- 
slovakia. 


Now that MT. Husak has accomplished 
that task, however, Moscow needs him no 
longer. There are plenty of enthusiastic 
and willing collaborators In high Prague 
posts today with no similar “blemishes” on 
their records. It would not be too surprising, 
therefore, if, before 1970 is out, Mr. Husak 
joined Mr. Dubcek In that comfortable exile 
represented by a diplomatic post abroad.

In private con- 
versation with friends, he has only 
contempt for the Republican coun- 
ty leaders who opposed him. As a 
result of that defeat, and his sub- 
sequent general election victory, he 
feds he owes the Republican party 
absolutely nothing. 

That primary election defeat also 
has led to fundamental political 
decisions by Lindsay. He believes 
that the “Southern strategy” follow- 
ed by President Nixon Is working 
well and may propel the Repub- 
lican party into majority party 
status before too long. But It also 
win make the party uninhabitable 
for John Lindsay. 

Unlike some of his present ad- 
visers, Lindsay still entertains a 
remote possibility that the Repub- 
lican party might be capable of 
redemption from a liberal view- 
point. But over the last year he has 
come to feel that the counter-reac- 
tion to the present conservative 
reaction, which he feels is inevitable 
in the long run, must be engineer- 
ed by the Democratic party. That 
means any T.tndsay bid tor na- 
tional office will be made as a 
Democrat. 


Bohlen Replies to Review 


It fa not entirely clear to me 
what Mr. Richard J. Barnet was 
reviewing in his article in Book 
World and the International Herald 
Tribune on Jan. 15. He appears 
to have been more concerned with 
his own indictment of 26 years of 
American foreign policy than with 
an accurate description of my book. 
“The Transformation of American 
Foreign Policy.” 

The book, based on three lectures 
given at Columbia University in 
the spring of 1969. deals only with 
certain limited aspects of the 
transformation of America's role 
In the postwar world, most notably 
with regard to Soviet- American 
relations; as stated at the outset, 
It is "of necessity more a summary 
of selected views and items than 
a history of the period.” Not only 
does MT. Barnet's review go far 
beyond the scope of the book, but 
seriously mutilates its contents. For 
those who may not have read the 
book, I feel it necessary to point 
out some of the inaccuracies and 
distortions. 

Mr. Barnet starts off, in the 
first sentence, by so abbreviating 
the quotation of r emar ks made to 
me by Karl Radek in 1934 as to 
deprive it of any point. Mr. Barnet 
confines himself to Radek's first 
sentence: “You Westerners will 
never understand Bolshevism." 
However. Radek continued: 

"You consider Bolshevism as a 
hot bath whose temperature can 
be raised and lowered to suit the 
taste of the bather. This is not 
true. You are either 100 percent 
In the bath and 100 percent for It. 
or you are 100 percent outside and 
100 percent against it.” 

It is clear that Radek was as- : 
serting the uncompromising nature 
of Bolshevik doctrine; the omission 
makes any reference to him mean- 
ingless. 


But if we know now that our 
more immediate interests lie else- 
where, still there are reasons for 
ns to care about Africa. Perhaps 
especially as we feel the frustra- 
tions of our developed society. For 
Africa Is so large, so relatively 
empty and so new that it oilers 
a fresh chance to create decent 
social Institutions for the can- 
temporary world. 

That is a romantic view, and 
State Department officials cannot 
be romantics. But without visions 
or tears, nTl American may under- 
stand that he has a long-run in- 
terest in an Africa that develops 
rationally rather than exploding in 
frustration. Besides, as Mr. Rogers 
will find, it is so fascinating in 
its confusions and contradictions. 


Elsewhere, Mr. Barnet erroneous- 
ly asserts that I believe the article 
by Jacques Duel os and Stalin's 
. election speech in 1946 to be "the 
authentic events at the root of 
the cold war.” As is clear from 
the context, the reference is to 
the “origins”’ of the cold war in 
point of time, not its causes— the 
article and speech being symptoms 
of the revival by the Soviet gov- 
ernment, at the end of the war, 
of the rigid Ideological stance re- 
ferred to by Radek. 

Numerous other remarks are 
quoted out of context; thus a 
glance at the book suffices to show 
that the initial "critical attitude"

jpARiB, Jan. 30.— One of the 
fascinating aspects of the 
salesrooms is that, every now 
and then, they focus attention 
on v certain kinds of 'art seldom 


found in museums or exhibi- 
tions. For. example, 35 lots of 
so-called “popular images" will 
be sold Monday by five asso- 
ciated auctioneers— Etienne Li- 
bert, Jean Morelle, Paul Be* 
naud and Louis-Raymond Dans* 
sy, assisted by the expert Faule 
Callao. 


Rousseau and Dali. One of the 
early 19th-century black and 
white prints in the sale shows 
a party of men and women (in 
petticoats) string bolt upright 
on the branches of a tree. On- 
lookers standing underneath 
gaze at them stiffly. A power- 
ful sense of rhythm inspired 
the peasant artist, who thus 
produced a fantastic image not 
so far removed from the art of 
Blake. 


This sale will reveal, even to 
the most casual observer, the 
unsuspected wealth of prints 
Trmrip from the late Middle 
Ages on for the humbler classes 
of society. 

One often thinks of European 
peasants and craftsmen of past 
centuries as crushed by t r h<» 
pressures of everyday needs and 
as totally i n d iff erent to art. 
They were not. But their ar- 
tistic sense was different from 
that of their contemporaries. 
And. of course, their financial 
possibilities were limited. Wood- 
block engraving, often made 
by their peers, provided them 
with appealing images that 
they could afford. To print 
Images on cheap paper was not 
costly and to color them by 
hand with homemade dies,* 
commonly used for fabrics, was 
easy. During the Middle Ages, 
the SO-Called Inminahulgg, in 
black and white, had met the 
popular demand. Little by little 
they were replaced by colored 
Images to the point of totally 
eliminating the former by the 
17th century. 

There are few popular prints 
left that date from the 1600s. 
But there are many from the 
18th century to tell us what In- 
terested the peasants and the 
lower-middle classes. They 
wanted religious images to con- 
siderable number: crucifixions, 
the Virgin Mary and saints. 

The artists who made these 
imag es often came from the 
peasant milieu. They had only 
a superficial notion of the art 
conventions. The true contem- 
porary aesthetics and sophisti- 
cations were alien to them. 

■ Hience, a blend of naivete and 
invention that is sometimes sur- 
prising. There Is a crucifixion 
in the aula with Christ waned 

to a turquoise blue cross of al- 
most Oriental design. It has a 
singular poetic charm. 


Naturally, prices for this sort 
of art have risen during the 
past ten years. The growing 
trend toward both archaism and 
folk art, coupled with the 
sudden popularity of co untry 
bouses, explains the new favor 
such prints enjoy. And there 
is a surprising but unmis- 
takable similarity between the 
favorite colon of the folk 
engraving (add almond greens, 
deep mauves, bright oranges) 
and the modem palette. Even 
so, bids will range, on the aver- 
age, between 330 and $100— very 
moderate prices. Such prices 
do not really correspond to the 
exceeding rarity of some of the 
sale items. 

Ironically enough, these prints, 
which were turned out by the 
thousands to be sold by ped- 
dlers in the wintertime, have 
survived in very small numbers. 
They were not meant ta Peo- 
ple stuck them on walls, han- 
dled them with dirty fingers. . 
There Is no record of the number 
of prints issued or of successive 
editions, as is the case with 
highbrow engravings. Thus 
there Is almost no way of say- 
ing whether or not a given 
image is unique. Quite a few 
of them in this ml!*« were new 
to a collector of old standing. 
He couldn’t remember an auc- 
tion where so many had been 
offered at one timw to t.ht> past 
four or five years.

At the Hayward Gallery Is a 
titanic exhibition of the work 
of Rodin organized by the Arts 
Council of Great Britain and 
the Association Frangaise d’Ac- 
. tion Arflgflque. It is difficult 
to write about the work of this 
giant, for the vast Hayward 
Gallery has taken on the aspect 
of a god’s wor ksh op, with here 
a finished torso, there a hand, 
here a giant fist encompassing 
a pair of lovers,' there the flay- 
ed torso of Marsyas. And upon 
the walls many drawings, some 
no mare th w aharthand anno- 
tations, aide-memoires to further 
creation; others of such im- 
mediacy and beauty that they 
fairly take one's breath away. 

And what dominates this ex- 
hibition of more than 200 works? 
The monument to the other 
colossus of 19th-century France. 
Honate de Balzac. It has al- 
ways been my suspicion, seeing 
it in the garden of the Hdtel 
Blron, that this bronze giant 
was one of the mast er wo rfc s of 
French sculpture. Translated to 
the battleship interior of the 
Hayward, It bestrides the gal- 
lery like a veritable act of God. 
It is, in effect, the greatest Eu- 
ropean sculpture since the death 
of Michelangelo.

■*-* autobiographic novel, the 
last volume of a tetralogy nnd 
the winner ot a recent Prlx. 
Gonconrt, is written in a liter- 
ary style even more venerable 
than its old protagonist Fere 
Dubois — 13th-century natural- 
ism. Singly focused, sparely 
written, meticulously detailed, 
this large book recounts the 
daily life of an old man in the 
mid-l940s in the French jura, 
a harsh existence scarcely af- 
fected by the transition from 
German occupation to libera- 
tion. The first hundred pages 
consist mainly of a description 
of an old couple's exhausting 
excursion into the mountains to 
collect firewood. 

Yet for aQ its naturalism, it 
is a novel dominated by a sym- 
bol working on three levels, (he 
-winter- of the title and Its 
bitter fruits. There is the 
literal winter ot the year with 
its attendant cold and hunger, 
the winter of La Pa trie frozen 
under German rule: and even 
after these two winters are 
weathered, the third and worst 
persists, the winter of old age 
and its miseries: the aching, 
traitorous body, the overworked 
wife and guilt engendered by 
her stoicism, the greedy or 
neglectful offspring, and— above 
all— the dread of losing one's 
land. 

For although Pfere Dubois is 
a retired baker and his “land” 
consists of a couple of houses 
and a large garden, he is not 
a petit-bourgeois villager but 
the quintessential French peas- 
ant. • Deeply 'shocked when a 
son suggests he sell off part 
of his holding for food and 
firewood, he mutters: “Good 
Lord. At seventy, selling your 
property in order to live. And 
it was his own son who spoke 
to him that!” 

He is a peasant in his virtue 
which, is pride, pride in his in- 
tegrity, his self-reliance, his 
physical strength, and when 
that fails, his wilL And he Is 
a peasant in his many faults — 
obstinate, grognard. Indiffer- 
ent to the world outside, far 
although he will help a neigh- 
bor he will not take sides. He 
profoundly distrusts politics 
and views both German Fas- 
cism and Communist-led Re- 
sistance as threats to his land.

There will be two notable ab- 
sences Sunday from the Prix 
d'Amerique field — Toscan, who by 
winning that race, would have to 
start with a 25-meter handicap in 
the Prfx de France, and a white 
Cadillac. 


The- Cadillac was instrumental 
in the accident that eliminated 
Snow Speed and Upsalin.

letting ‘Fanny hot into Australia.” 
So Doubell catches up on his 
contemporary reading during his 
tour of the UJ5. Indoor circuit He 
also loads up on trophies.' He Just 
left Australia’s 90-degree su mm e r 
and his hair has a sun-bleached 
look and his face is ruddy and 
healthy, to contrast to the pallor 
of New Yorkers. He is also prob- 
ably closer to- peak condition than 
most UJS. runners, particularly 
those trapped to the northeast. 

Doubell came into Los An g ele s 
two weeks ago and won the 1,000 
yards in 2:082. Last week to Al- 
buquerque he ran the same dist anc e 
in 2:052, chopping half a second 
off the seven-year-old ' standard 
set by Peter Snell :

"People are interested to rec- 
ords,” Doubell said, “but athletes 
often don’t know how fast they 
are running, particularly indoors, 
r can’t teD the difference between 
880 yards or 1,000 sometimes. . I 
know the reason. I had a slow 
Htwp Id >68 was that Bill Crothers 
gave me a very tough race,” 

Now he is back to New York, 
where he had his first major suc- 
cess in 1968 on bis way to the 
Olympic triumph. -He smiles 
politely when a native New Yorker 
pf ip vpinlns about the foul weather 
outdoors and the foul cigar smoke 
indoors. But Doubell doesn’t com- 
plain.

an abrupt question. 

“What do you think about War- 
ins's statement? Are you going 
down there to make trouble?” 

“I was wondering when, you were 
going to get around to asking me 
that,” he smiled.

I didst answer it because 
I didn’t want to answer those 
questions.” 

“But you have to, you know.”

After a while, he suggested writ- 
ing a statement to answer War- 
tog’s charges. “My primary objec- 
tive to wanting to go to South 
Africa,” he clearly printed, “is to 
win the South A frican Qpen.” 
This was to be his argument to 
the weeks ahead. He repeated 
over and over that his trip was 
to play tennis and pledged not to 
interfere In South African affairs. 

This had to be his argument; it 
was his only chance of getting to, 
and Arthur wanted to badly. His 
appearance would not have ended 
apartheid, but Ashe knew that lf 
he were the first non-white to 
compete against whites there, be 
would not be the last, a small 
victory, perhaps, but one that he 
probably would have treasured 
more than his triumph at the first 
U£. Open at Forest Hills In 1968. 
A victory, he felt, well worth 
trying for. 


But South Africa wouldn’t buy 
his line because too often before, 
Ashe had said unkind about 

racism. So It goes. 

Yet Ashe has scored a resound- 
ing pyrrhlo defeat. Probably. 
South Africa now will be barred 
from the Davis Cup; Its cricket 
and rugby tours will be harder to 
schedule. Apartheid will continue, 
but it would have even had Ashe 
been allowed to play. 

Arthur Aah«» is a champion of 
losing causes, not of lost causes, 
He loses, perhaps, because he Is a 
dignified fighter, fighting his own 
fight in his own way. He fights 
not because as a leading Negro 
sports figure he is expected to. 
but because Arthur Ashe fhftiirs 
it Important that he fight. He 
doesn't win because <1) he is black 
(“Actually, rm more brown than 
black”) and (g) he is his own 
man. neither black militant nor 
Uncle Tom, both of which he has 
been accused. 

Ashe is one of the finest ex- 
amples of what New . York Times 
sports columnist Bob Lipsyte calls 
the new athlete, a jock who makes 
a lot more sense than most of the 
spo rfa wri ters writing about him 
And I think it would have been a 
lot better if Arthur had written 
this.
